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On  Entering  the  Million-Dollar-a-Year  Class 


IBHIGH'S  operating  budget  for  the 
■  next  fiscal  year,  just  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  totals  well  over  a 
million  dollars.  Even  in  these  remarkable 
days,  in  which  the  million  is  a  familiar 
unit,  used  as  glibly  as  the  dozen  or  the  ton, 
it  will  surprise  many  to  learn  that  the  an- 
nual expenditures  of  Lehigh  University 
run  into  seven  figures.  It  was  accepted  as 
a  matter  of  course  by  the  Trustees,  who 
have  watched  the  scale  of  our  operations 
double  during  the  six  years  of  President 
Richards'  administration.  They  expected 
the  budget  to  exceed  a  million  dollars  ;  they 
would  have  been  disappointed  if  it  had  not, 
and  they  anticipate,  with  matter-of-fact 
assurance,  continued  growth  at  a  compar- 
able rate. 

A  S  LEHIGH  stockholders,  we  alumni 
-^*-  have  every  reason  to  appreciate  the 
broad  visioned  leadership  of  the  Trustees 
who  are  directing  this  progress.  We  can- 
not give  too  much  credit  to  the  President 
who  plans  the  budget  and  who  has  directed 
operations  so  wisely  that  each  year  has 
added  moderately  to  an  accumulated  sur- 
plus which  is  now  available  for  the  exten- 
sive alterations  which  become  desirable 
with  the  occupation  of  the  James  Ward 
Packard  Laboratory  of  Electrical  and  Me- 
chanical Engineering.  Over  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  will  be  expended  this 
summer  to  adapt  for  more  effective  use  the 
facilities  of  Packer  Hall,  the  Chemistry 
Laboratory,  Williams  Hall  and  the  Physics 
Building.  Here  is  just  one  concrete  evi- 
dence of  the  splendid  accomplishment  that 
results   from  the   combination  of  a  Pack- 


ard's generosity  with  an  able  administra- 
tion of  high  purpose  and  firm  resolve. 

rpHE  impressiveness  of  Lehigh's  growth 
■*-  is  not  in  its  mere  magnitude.  The  "big- 
ger and  better"  appeal  per  se  is  shallow, 
and  its  edge  is  dulled  from  excessive  use. 
There  would  be  only  superficial  pride  in 
the  acquisition  of  new  buildings  and  im- 
proved physical  plant  if  there  were  not 
ample  evidence  that  these  facilities  pay  for 
themselves  many  times  over  by  improving 
the  quality  of  Lehigh's  product.  There 
would  be  little  satisfaction  in  turning  out 
graduates  if  industry  and  business  were 
not  aggressively  eager  to  absorb  them.  The 
prestige  of  our  Faculty  would  be  an  un- 
convincing boast  if  each  man  were  not 
forging  ahead  in  his  own  field,  contributing 
to  human  knowledge,  keeping  abreast  with 
the  pioneers  of  thought  and  inspiring  youth 
to  richer  and  more  useful  lives. 

TT  IS  with  no  spirit  of  braggadocio,  there- 
■*-  fore,  that  Lehigh  announces  her  entry 
to  the  million-dollar-a-year  class.  There  is 
no  ballyhoo  for  "bigger  and  better  bud- 
gets." Instead  there  is  abundant  reassur- 
ance that  her  policies  are  sound  and  her 
plans  feasible ;  there  is  the  calm  assump- 
tion that  another  decade  may  demand  an- 
other doubling  of  operating  expense  and 
there  is  abiding  confidence  in  Lehigh's  fit- 
ness to  keep  step  with  the  vanguard  of 
American  industry  and  American  culture. 
In  brief,  Lehigh's  remarkable  growth  is 
merely  the  vindication  of  the  lifelong  pol- 
icy that  has  animated  her  progress  and 
guided  her  destiny — Education  for  Service. 
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In  Memory  of 

C.  K.  Baldwin,  '95 


fTVHE  good  that  a  man  does 
-*-  lives  after  him,  but  more 
than  that,  the  residue  of  good 
subdivides  and  grows  until  the  aggregate  of  good  is 
greater  than  the  fondest  hopes  of  him  who  created  the 
nucleus.  So  may  it  be  with  the  C.  Kemble  Baldwin 
Foundation  for  Research  and  Instruction  in  Aeronau- 
tics, established  in  memory  of  that  highly  revered  mem- 
ber of  the  class  of  '95  by  his  loyal  widow. 

"Mr.  Baldwin  had  two  great  hobbies,"  she  ex- 
plained. "One  was  aviation  and  the  other  was  Lehigh. 
I  know  he  would  be  pleased  if  he  could  do  something 
for  both  of  them."  Thus  came  about  the  $25,000  en- 
dowment fund  which  will  yield  an  annual  income  to 
support  a  research  fellow  in  some  division  of  science  or 
technology  pertaining  to  aeronautics.  This  handsome 
gift  is  to  be  supplemented  by  Baldwin's  extensive  and 
unusually  complete  library  of  aeronautical  books.  Thus 
the  memory  of  another  loyal  son  of  Lehigh,  cherished 
as  a  friend  by  his  contemporaries,  is  perpetuated  for 
generations  who  may  look  back  with  gratitude  on  the 
part  he  played,  through  his  college,  in  the  conquest 
of  the  air. 

"Gives  She  A  BOUT  three  years  ago,  a  young 

Gladly .  .  ."  "^  man  wandered  into  the  Alumni 
Office,  bearing  a  letter  of  introduction 
from  an  alumnus  and  announcing  his  intention  of  en- 
tering Lehigh.  He  had  come  1000  miles  from  home; 
had  less  than  a  hundred  dollars  to  his  name  and  very 
slim  prospects  of  receiving  financial  assistance  from 
home.  The  tuition  had  just  been  raised  to  four  hun- 
dred dollars  and  it  seemed  kindest  to  advise  him  not 
to  undertake  the  long  grind  that  might  overtax  him 
physically,  but  to  return  home  where  he  could  attend 
a  local  college  while  living  with  his  family.  He  listened 
attentively,  appreciated  the  advice  and  apologetically 
announced  that  he  guessed  he'd  try  it  anyway.  To 
make  a  long  story  short,  he  did  try  it  and  what  is  more, 
he  did  it.  Enrolled  in  a  difficult  engineering  course, 
he  has  maintained  good  averages,  participated  in  ac- 
tivities, captained  a  varsity  team,  made  honorary  so- 
cieties and  with  it  all,  waited  table,  peddled  books  and 
devised  various  ingenious  ways  of  balancing  his  bud- 
get. He  is  only  one  of  the  fine,  determined  youngsters 
who  are  winning  their  diplomas  in  the  face  of  similar 
obstacles.  And  when  Lehigh  finds  such  a  one  in  her 
midst  she  gives  him  every  possible  assistance. 

From  September  1  to  March  1  of  this  college  year, 
203  boys  have  been  helped,  through  scholarships  and 
loans  to  the  extent  of  $66,117.  Sixty-eight  seniors, 
fifty-eight  juniors,  forty  sophomores  and  thirty-seven 
freshmen  have  received  financial  assistance,  either  in 
the  form  of  free  scholarships,  deferred  tuition  scholar- 
ships (repaid  after  graduation)  or  loans  from  the 
Coxe,  President's  and  Frank  Williams  ('87)  Funds. 
All  scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  basis  of  three 
factors:  Need  for  assistance,  scholastic  record  (C  or 
better)  and  character  and  personality. 


It  is  seldom,  if  ever,  that  a  boy  who  really  wants  a 
Lehigh  degree  and  who  is  capable  of  satisfactory  work 
finds  it  necessary  to  forego  his  ambition  on  account  of 
poverty.  The  ideals  of  the  founder  are  too  thoroughly 
entrenched  in  Old  South  Mountain  to  permit  other- 
wise. 

Good  Work  by  U"  VERY  now  and  then,  youth 

the  Lehigh  Clubs  loses    patience    with    us    old 

stick-in-the-muds  and  reveals  its 
contempt  for  our  stodgy  conservatism  and  our  mis- 
guided conceptions.  Just  at  the  moment,  there  are 
echoes  "far  above  Cayuga's  waters"  of  the  frank  opin- 
ion of  undergraduates  that  Cornell  athletics  would  be 
all  right  if  the  alumni  would  just  stop  messing  with 
them.  It  wasn 't  so  long'  ago  that  Lehigh  students  were 
advising  alumni  that  the  latter 's  tendency  to  get  all  hot 
and  bothered  about  losing  football  games  to  Lafayette 
was  puerile  and  unworthy.  More  recently,  undergrad- 
uate opinion  expressed  through  the  Brown  and  White 
has  been  frankly  skeptical  of  the  vaunted  "spirit"  of 
Lehigh  alumni  because  of  the  failure  of  the  Mustard 
and  Cheese  Club  to  negotiate  out-of-town  performances 
under  the  auspices  of  the  various  Lehigh  clubs. 

Actually,  of  course,  the  difficulty  was  due,  not  to  lack 
of  "spirit"  but  to  the  possession  of  too  much  common 
sense  by  the  Alumni  Clubs  to  commit  themselves  to 
terms  which  obviously  precluded  any  reasonable  chance 
of  making  the  venture  self-supporting.  As  soon  as  the 
boys  scaled  down  their  ambitions  to  a  rational  level,  the 
Philadelphia  Club  promptly  demonstrated  its  willing- 
ness to  support  a  show  and  sponsored  the  production 
of  "The  Bad  Man"  on  May  2. 

All  of  which  is  merely  preliminary  to  the  reflection 
that  this  has  been  a  productive  year  among  the  Lehigh 
Clubs.  A  number  of  significant  events  have  been  spon- 
sored in  different  cities.  With  very  few  excejDtions,  the 
meetings  have  been  more  frequent  and  more  interest- 
ing than  usual.  The  Clubs  are  doing  a  good  job  for 
Lehigh  and  having  a  bully  time  doing  it. 

Something  A  Lehigh    A  NOTHER  enterprise  by  the 
Club  Can  Do  ^  Lehigh  Club  of  Philadel- 

phia deserves  mention  as  a  nov- 
elty and  a  practice  that  might  appeal  to  other  alumni 
groups.  With  the  object  of  interesting  desirable  stu- 
dents in  Lehigh,  subscriptions  to  the  Brown  and  White 
and  the  Bulletin  have  been  taken  for  about  thirty  of 
the  leading  high  and  preparatory  schools  in  and  around 
Philadelphia.  Preliminary  correspondence  with  each 
school  indicated  that  they  would  be  glad  to  receive  the 
publications  and  would  see  that  students  were  given 
access  to  them  regularly. 

Of  course,  not  many  Lehigh  Clubs  can  boast  a  treas- 
ury like  "Berny's, "  but  since  both  publications  are 
glad  to  co-operate  by  giving  the  lowest  possible  rates 
for  group  subscriptions,  the  idea  is  passed  along  for 
the  consideration  of  those  who  are  interested  in  increas- 
ing the  quota  of  "local"  boys  at  Lehigh. 
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Come  All  Ye  Loyal  Lehigh  Men 
And  Well  Whoop  it  up  with  all  Our  Might....

Tl/TORE  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
-L*-L  high  and  preparatory  school  boys 
from  all  sections  of  the  East,  prospec- 
tive Lehigh  freshmen  for  next  Fall, 
were  the  guests  of  the  University  for 
the  Annual  Sub-Freshman  Day  on 
April  2  7.  This  is  by  far  the  greatest 
number  of  boys  who  have  ever  attend- 
ed an  event  of  this  kind  on  our  cam- 
pus and  while  the  tangible  results  will 
not  show  until  next  Fall,  it  is  reason- 
able to  expect  to  find  a  large  propor- 
tion of  them  battling  with  the  sopho- 
mores on  Founder's  Day  next  October. 
They  were  all  invited  to  visit  Lehigh 
through  alumni,  undergraduates  or 
other  friends  of  the  University  so  they 
are  all  boys  who  are  believed  to  be 
first  class  Lehigh  calibre.  As  would 
be  expected,  there  were  a  goodly  num- 
ber of  promising  athletes  among  them, 
ones  who  are  good  "students"  as  well 
as  being  good  backs,  pitchers  or  hurd- 
lers! 

Since  many  of  these  boys  arrived  on 
Saturday  morning  and  stayed  until 
sometime  Sunday,  they  had  a  good 
chance  to  catch  the  Lehigh  spirit. 
There  were  enough  activities  to  give 
them  a  typical  cross-section  of  life  on 
the  campus,  including  a  baseball  and 
football  game,  a  tennis  match,  a  din- 
ner with  alumni,  and  a  Mustard  and 
Cheese  show.  Classes  were  in  session 
as  usual  when  many  of  them  arrived 
so  they  had  a  glimpse  of  this  all-im- 
portant side  of  Lehigh  life. 

The  baseball  game  with  the  Army 
turned  out  to  be  ideal  for  just  such  an 
occasion.  It  had  more  thrills  packed 
into  its  eleven  innings  than  any  game 
seen  on  the  home  diamond  in  a  decade 
and  after  tieing  the  score  twice,  Le- 
high won  in  a  hair-raising  finish.  If 
it  had  been  purposely  staged,  the  game 
could  not  have  given  the  sub-fresh- 
men a  better  demonstration  of  Lehigh 
fight  and  spirit.  This  was  followed  by 
an  abbreviated  football  game  by 
Austy's  aspirants  who  were  completing 
their   four   weeks'    of   spring   practice. 

The  scene  of  activity  then  adjourned 
to  the  ballroom  of  the  Hotel  Bethle- 
hem which  is  familiar  to  many  alumni 
as  the  scene  of  the  annual  banquet  in 
June.  Here  the  boys  were  the  guests 
of  alumni,  undergraduates  and  faculty 
members  and  the  dinner  rivalled  the 
alumni  gatherings  in  more  ways  than 
one.  The  boys  were  given  a  true  con- 
ception of  what  Lehigh  offers  and  what 
she  stands  for  by  Cullen  Ganey,  '2  0, 
president  of  the  Lehigh  Home  Club, 
Okey,  Dr.  Richards  and  Austy.  Hu- 
morous talks  were  given  by  A.  W. 
Palmer,  of  the  Haverford  Preparatory 
School,  and  Bill  Crowell,  of  Philadel- 
phia, former  Ail-American  of  Swarth- 
more  and  now  one  of  the  foremost 
football  officials  in  the  East.  An  or- 
chestra and  quartet  of  the  musical 
clubs  did  their  bit  to  make  the  even- 
ing a  lively  one.     With  close  to  four 


hundred  men  and  boys  present,  the 
ballroom  was  filled  to  overflowing  so 
that  the  balcony  had  to  be  pressed  in- 
to service.  While  the  majority  of  the 
alumni  present  were  from  Bethlehem 
and  vicinity,  several  of  the  other  clubs 
were  represented  by  one  or  more  mem- 
bers. 

The  dinner  was  ended  early  enough 
to  enable  the  boys  to  see  a  goodly  por- 
tion of  "The  Bad  Man,"  the  Mustard 
and  Cheese  Club's  current  production, 
which  was  staged  in  Drown  Hall.  The 
majority  of  the  boys  stayed  over  night 
as  the  guests  of  the  fraternities,  some 
houses  acting  as  hosts  to  almost  twen- 
ty men. 

While  Austy  is  commonly  thought 
of  as  Lehigh's  football  coach,  too  much 
credit  cannot  be  given  him  for  the  suc- 
cess of  this  sub-freshman  day.

Our  company  is  now  completing 
a  large  cement,  blast  furnace  and 
coke  plant  job  for  the  Davison  Coke 
and  Iron  Co.,  at  Neville  Island,  Pa. 
The  operations  are  nearly  100  per 
cent  Lehigh.  The  writer,  as  chief 
engineer,  had  charge  of  the  design 
of  all  the  cement  plant  and  blast 
furnace  structures.  Agthe,  '09,  was 
the  engineer  in  charge  for  Allis 
Chalmers  Co.,  who  furnished  the 
cement  plant  machinery.  Kennedy, 
'12,  is  works  manager  for  Davison 
Coke  and  Iron  Co.;  Schreiber,  '15, 
is  superintendent  of  the  Coke  Plant. 
Saeger,  '12,  is  superintendent  of  the 
cement  plant.  The  McClintic-Mar- 
shall  Co.,  with  their  Lehigh  men, 
have  furnished  us  with  the  struc- 
tural steel,  and  Dan  Berg,  '05, 
through  the  Dravo-Doyle  Co.,  has 
furnished  power  plant  equipment.

Colonel    Thomlinson    Relieves 

Colonel  MeCammon  as  Head 

of  Lehigh  R.  0.  T.  C. 

By  order  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Matthew  H.  Thomlinson,  Infantry,  will 
be  relieved  from  his  present  assignment 
and  duty  in  the  Office  of  the  Chief  of 
Infantry  at  Washington,  D.  C,  on  or 
about  August  15,  1929,  when  he  will  re- 
port to  Lehigh  University  as  Professor 
and  Head  of  the  Department  of  Military 
Science  and  Tactics  in  charge  of  the 
instruction  in  the  Reserve  Officers 
Training  Corps.  Colonel  Thomlinson  re- 
places Colonel  MeCammon,  who  has 
headed  the  R.  0.  T.  C.  at  Lehigh  for  the 
past  five  years  and  has  successfully 
maintained  the  high  standards  of  the 
Department  of  Military  Science  and 
Tactics.  Coming  at  a  time  when  the 
Department  was  housed  in  Christmas 
Hall  with  most  unattractive  and  meager 
facilities,  he  has  seen  it  grow  in  student 
enrollment  and  in  its  facilities  for  in- 
struction. A  few  years  ago  the  build- 
ing formerly  occupied  by  the  Commons 
was  remodeled  to  convert  it  into  an 
Armory.  The  building  is  now  very  well 
adapted  to  the  uses  to  which  it  is  put. 
The  friends  of  Colonel  MeCammon  will 
follow  his  further  progress  with  much 
interest.  He  will  join  his  regiment,  the 
3Sth  Infantry,  at  Fort  Douglas. 

Colonel  Thomlinson  was  born  July 
10,  1882.  He  entered  the  United  States 
Military  Academy  at  West  Point  in  1900 
and  graduated  therefrom  in  1904.  From 
1915  to  1918  he  was  Instructor  in  the 
Department  of  Tactics  at  West  Point; 
in  1920  he  was  detailed  to  General  Ser- 
vice Schools  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  from 
which  he  graduated  the  following  year, 
after  which  he  was  retained  for  one 
year  as  an  instructor;  in  1926  he  gradu- 
ated from  the  Army  War  College  at 
Washington  and  since  that  time  has 
been  in  the  Office  of  the  Chief  of  In- 
fantry of  the  General  Staff  of  the  Army. 


New  Department  Established  for 
Upkeep  of  Lehigh's  Plant 

TJECOGNIZING  the  tremendous  in- 
•*-*-  crease  in  the  responsibilities  of 
keeping  the  rapidly  growing  physical 
plant  of  the  University  in  first-class 
condition,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
created  a  new  department,  known 
as  the  Department  of  Buildings  and 
Grounds.  Mr.  Andrew  Willard  Litz- 
enberger,  of  Bethlehem,  was  appoint- 
ed to  take  charge  of  this  Department 
with  the  title  of  Supervising  Architect 
of  the  University.  In  this  position  Mr. 
Litzenberger  will  have  full  charge  of 
the  maintenance,  care  and  policing  of 
the  University  grounds  and  buildings, 
including  the  power  and  heating  plant, 
reporting  directly  to  the  President  of 
the  University.  This  reorganization 
was  precipitated  by  the  recent  death 
of  J.  C.  Cranmer,  former  superintendent 
of   buildings   and   grounds. 


Mr.  Litzenberger  was  born  in  Phil- 
adelphia on  April  9,  1891.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  the  old  Central  High 
School  of  Bethlehem.  After  leaving 
the  High  School  he  pursued  a  two- 
year  special  course  in  the  School  of 
Architecture  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  from  which  he  received 
a  certificate,  after  which  he  worked 
for  two  years  as  a  draftsman  with  Ja- 
coby  and  Weishampel,  Architects  of 
Allentown.  Following  this  connection 
he  accepted  a  position  with  the  Beth- 
lehem Steel  Corporation  where  he 
served  for  six  years  in  various  work 
of  standardization,  foreign  construc- 
tion work,  and  domestic  sales  work, 
and  for  the  last  ten  years  as  Senior 
Architect  in  charge  of  design  and  su- 
pervision of  building  construction  for 
the  Corporation.  Through  the  cour- 
tesy of  E.  G.  Grace,  '99,  President  of 
the  Bethlehem  Steel  Corporation,  Mr. 
Litzenberger  was  given  a  leave  of  ab- 
sence from  the  Corporation  to  act  as 
Superintendent  of  Construction  of  the 
new  Packard  Engineering  Laboratory 
and  the  new  Library  on  the  University 
campus  so  that  he  has  actually  been 
in  the  service  of  the  University  since 
May  1,  1928.  His  work  in  charge  of 
the  new  buildings  has  commanded  the 
respect  of  University  officers  and  has 
demonstrated  effectively  his  ability  to 
handle  the  varied  problems  for  which 
he   will   hereafter   be  responsible.

Dr.  Benjamin  L.  Miller,  Professor  of 
Geology,  has  been  selected  by  the  Geo- 
logical Society  of  America  as  an  official 
delegate  to  the  International  Geological 
Congress  to  convene  at  Pretoria,  South 
Africa,  during  the  summer  months.  This 
congress  meets  tri-annually  and  is  at- 
tended by  delegates  from  every  civilized 
nation.  Prof.  Miller  attended  the  last 
session,  which  was  held  in  Madrid  in 
1926.

ATA  MEETING  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
■£*-  tees  on  April  15,  Professor  Joseph 
Warren  Barker,  of  the  Department  of 
Electrical  Engineering  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  was 
appointed  to  succeed  the  .late  William 
Esty  as  Professor  and  Head  of  the  De- 
partment.of  Electrical  Engineering  and 
Director  of  the  Curriculum  in  Electrical 
Engineering,  to  be  effective  as  soon  as 
Professor  Barker  can  report  to  the  Uni- 
versity for  duty.  Professor  Barker's  ap- 
pointment marks  the  happy  ending  of 
a  search  for  "just  the  right  man"  that 
involved  a  literal  combing  of  the 
country's  qualified  electrical  engineers. 
Never  was  a  man  more  assiduously 
sought  for  such  a  post.  All  who  have 
met  Professor  Barker  believe  that  the 
right  man  is  coming  to  the  right  place. 

Professor  Barker  was  born  June  17, 
1891,  at  Lawrence,  Mass.  After  gradu- 
ating from  the  Rockford,  111.,  High 
School  he  entered  the  University  of 
Chicago,  where  he  remained  a  year, 
when  he  transferred  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology.  He 
graduated  from  the  Institute  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Electri- 
cal Engineering  in  1916.  Immediately 
thereafter  he  was  appointed  as  Second 
Lieutenant  in  the  Coast  Artillery  Corps 
of  the  Regular  Army.  During  his  army 
service  he  studied  at  the  Coast  Artillery 
School  at  Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  and  the 
Artillery  School  at  Fort  Sill,  Okla.  At 
various  times  he  was  an  Instructor  in 
certain  of  the  Army  schools.  In  a  short 
time  after  Professor  Barker  joined  the 
Army  he  attained  his  Major's  com- 
mission. During  the  war  he  was  in 
command  of  troops  for  various  periods 
and  after  the  armistice  he  was  appointed 
a  member  of  the  War  Damage  Board  of 
the  Peace  Commission  working  in  co- 
operation with  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  State  and  he  was  for  a  time 
Adjutant  General  of  the  American 
Armies  in  Paris,  cooperating  in  the  task 
of  returning  our  soldiers  to  America. 
Following  this  service  he  was  detained 
as  an  officer  in  charge  of  civilian  rela- 
tions of  the  American  Army  of  Occupa- 
tion in  Germany,  where  he  served  for 
about  three  years.  He  also  cooperated 
as  a  staff  officer  in  charge  of  the  re- 
patriation of  General  Haller's  Polish 
Army.  Upon  his  return  to  America 
Major  Barker  served  for  a  year  as  Ar- 
tillery Engineering  Officer  in  charge  of 
Power  Plants  and  Signal  Installation 
around  the  Boston  Harbor,  after  which 
he  was  assigned  to  the  Coast  Artillery 
School  for  a  year,  from  whence  he  was 
detailed  to  take  graduate  work  in 
Electrical  Engineering  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  from 
which  he  received  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  1925.  At  various  times 
during  his  service  in  the  Army  he  con- 
ducted investigations  of  a  scientific 
nature  to  improve  the  practices  in  the

Coast  Artillery  and  his  thesis  for  his 
master's  degree  was  one  of  similar 
character;  all  of  these  investigations 
are  confidential  and  are  in  the  archives 
of  the  War  Department. 

When  he  received  his  master's  degree 
Major  Barker  was  offered  an  associate 
professorship  in  the  Department  at  the 
Institute  if  he  would  resign  his  com- 
mission. This  he  agreed  to  do  and 
since  that  time  he  has  been  a  professor 
in  the  department  in  charge  of  the  ad- 
ministrative responsibilities  connected 
with  all  undergraduate  instruction  and 
of  certain  outside  relations  maintained 
by  the  Institute  with  technical  indus- 
tries. Recently  Professor  Barker  has 
had  charge  of  certain  research  work  in 
the  field  of  electrical  illumination  that 
was  done  at  the  Institute  of  Technology 
in  cooperation  with  the  National  Re- 
search Council.     Lehigh  men  generally 


will  be  interested  to  know  that  Professor 
Barker's  appointment  to  Lehigh  was  en- 
thusiastically sponsored  by  the  Uni- 
versity's former  Professor,  William  S. 
Franklin,  and  by  a  score  of  prominent 
electrical  engineers  in  the  highest  in- 
dustrial and  academic  circles. 


To  Study  Welds  by  X-Ray 

Dr.  Gilbert  E.  Doan,  '19,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  metallurgy,  has  been  engaged 
for  important  research  work  at  the 
naval  research  laboratory  at  Anacostia, 
D.  C.i  from  June  to  September.  His 
work  will  consist  of  radiographic  exami- 
nation of  steel  castings  and  welds  by 
means  of  gamma  rays  from  radium.  As 
far  as  is  known,  this  will  be  the  first 
work  of  this  kind  undertaken  in  this 
country.

Several  Lehigh  alumni  are  actively 
engaged  in  the  affairs  of  the  new  In- 
tercollegiate Alumni  Club,  Detroit, 
which  plans  to  erect  a  modern  club- 
house in  the  center  of  Detroit's  busi- 
ness district.  Fifteen  years  ago  the 
Intercollegiate  Association  was  formed 
as  a  luncheon  club  and,  among  those 
most  active  in  this  organization,  was

Unlike  some  of  our  other  teams  in  the 
past  winter  and  current  spring  season, 
Coach  Morris  Kanaly's  track  and  field 
performers  are  able  to  win  on  alien 
tracks  but  lose  out  at  home.  Of  course 
the  season  is  comparatively  young  in 
this  sport  as  yet  but  that  has  been  the 
order  to  date.  Haverford  came  to  South 
Mountain  for  the  opening  meet  and  cap- 
tured the  laurels  by  a  78  to  48  score. 
The  Red  and  Black  clad  athletes  man- 
aged to  smash  a  couple  of  local  records 
in  the  course  of  the  afternoon  so  the 
calibre  of  their  team  is  not  to  be  con- 
sidered lightly.  Bob  Many,  basketball 
and  football  star,  was  the  only  Lehigh 
man  to  break  the  cord  on  the  track 
when  he  breezed  in  an  easy  winner  in 
the  quarter  mile.  Two  of  our  sopho- 
more field  event  men,  Friedrich  in  the 
high  jump  and  Shay  in  the  javelin, 
were  the  other  first  place  winners  for 
the  hosts. 

With  only  a  few  days  in  the  interim, 
the  team  went  over  to  Muhlenberg  and 
romped  away  with  an  easy  victory,  92 
to  34.  Record  smashing  seemed  to  be 
the  order  of  the  day,  when  five  dual 
meet  marks  were  shattered,  three  by 
Lehigh  men. 

The  team  went  down  to  the  Penn  Re- 
lays and  made  the  best  showing  in  years 
even  though  they  did  place  second  to 
N.  Y.  U.  In  doing  so  they  defeated  the 
quartets  representing  Lafayette,  Rut- 
gers, Bucknell,  Swarthmore,  Union  and 
Johns-Hopkins.  It  is  no  disgrace  to  be 
beaten  by  N.  Y.  U.  since  the  Violet  now 
boasts  of  one  of  the  strongest  track 
teams  in  the  country.  So  much  so  that 
they  are  resigning  from  the  Middle  At- 
lantic Association  to  concentrate  their 
efforts  in  the  I.  C.  A.  A.  A.  A.  Three  of 
the  four  men  who  composed  the  quar- 
tet are  sophomores,  leaving  Many  as  the 
only  upper  classman.

Lehigh  came  mighty  close  to  white- 
washing the  Maroon  in  the  opening 
match.  Captain  Wally  Usher  of  the 
Brown  and  White  lost  in  close  sets  to 
Lombard,  7-5  and  10-8,  which  accounted 
for  their  only  point.  Paired  with  Selig- 
son  in  the  doubles,  they  had  little 
trouble  in  downing  the  Eastonians  in 
straight  sets.

In 
this  game  the  team  looked  like  an  old 
time  Brown  and  White  aggregation  in 
this  sport  and  it  even  appeared  possible 


that  Lehigh  was  due  to  regain  some  of 
its  lost  prestige  in  the  old  Indian  game. 
Penn  has  its  best  team  in  years  and  held 
Johns-Hopkins  to  four  goals.  Whether 
this  success  went  to  the  heads  of  our 
team  or  just  what  is  the  matter  is  not 
definitely  known  but  the  fact  remains 
that  the  next  two  games  were  lost  to 
Princeton  and  Rutgers,  neither  of  whom 
is  especially  good  this  year.

E.  T.  Conner,  A  .C.  Dodson,  H.  M.  Payne,  H.  A.  Butler,  G.  H.  Bingham, 
N.  M.  Emery,  C.  Evans 
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served  on  several  government  com- 
missions for  the  exploitation  of  nat- 
ural resources,  spent  considerable  time 
in  the  Arctic  in  the  development  of 
gold  dredges  and  served  as  consulting 
engineer  to  the  Imperial  Russion  Gov- 
ernment. 

Dr.  Paine  spoke  on  the  history  of 
the  many  spectacular  booms  that  stand 
out  as  romantic  highlights  of  indus- 
trial history,  from  the  South  Sea  Bub- 
ble in  England  in  1711  through  the 
Mississippi  Bubble  and  down  to  the 
Florida  boom  of  1925.  He  contrasted 
the  mushroom  growth  of  such  flurries 
with  the  substantial  progress  that  re- 
sults from  the  vision  of  men  trained 
in  industrial  leadership  and  empha- 
sized the  need  of  America  for  well- 
balanced    industrial    leaders. 

H.  A.  Butler,  '83,  of  Mauch  Chunk, 
was  drafted  by  the  Club  as  toastmas- 
ter  for  the  evening  and  he  entered  a 
strong  bid  for  the  Lehigh  champion- 
ship in  the  art.  Butler  has  an  uncanny 
knack  of  quieting  an  audience  which 
is  rocking  with  laughter  by  leading  it 
off  in  a  solemn,  serious  vein,  only  to 
send  it  off  into  new  convulsions  by  his 
droll  witticisms.  Every  time  there  was 
a  chance  to  get  in  a  word  edgeways, 
the  crowd  called  for  his  famous  dis- 
course on  "Mules"  and  finally  he  had 
to  accede  with  some  of  the  anecdotes 
about  that  much  abused   species. 

Dr.  N.  M.  Emery,  Vice-President  of 
the  University,  spoke  of  some  of  the 
changes  that  have  taken  place  on  the 
campus  in  the  last  few  years,  includ- 
ing additions  to  the  physical  plant 
and  changes  in  the  various  curricula.

cal man  could  possess.  Alan  C.  Dod- 
son,  President  of  the  Weston  Dodson 
Coal  Company  of  Bethlehem,  and  one 
of  Lehigh's  trustees,  was  present  and 
responded  to  a  toast  with  a  few  well 
chosen   remarks. 

In  addition  to  the  singing  of  Lehigh 
songs  and  popular  favorites  by  the 
crowd,  the  musical  program  was  top- 
ped off  by  some  splendid  baritone 
solos  rendered  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Gilbert  of 
Mauch  Chunk,  who  accompanied 
Toastmaster  Butler  to  the  meeting.

Rout  of  Army  in  11-inning  Skirmish  Brings  Team  Fourth 
Victory  in  Five  Games  this  Season 


T^HE  BASEBALL  team  has  reached 
-*■  the  middle  of  its  season  with  a  per- 
centage of  .800,  having  won  four  out  of 
the  five  games  played  to  date.  Four 
other  contests  were  washed  off  the 
schedule  by  rain.  The  latest  and  out- 
standing conquest  by  this  team  was  a 
hectic  eleven  inning  battle  in  which  the 
Army  nine  was  beaten,  6  to  5.  It  was 
one  of  those  ball  games  that  appear 
more  often  in  fiction  than  reality  where 
the  home  team  comes  through  in  the 
pinch  and  wins  out.  Incidentally,  the 
Cadets  are  coached  by  "Moose"  McCor- 
mick,  '04,  and  this  game  had  been  one 
of  his  principal  objectives  all  season. 
It  is  even  claimed  that  he  deliberately 
took  his  best  pitcher  out  of  a  game  with 
Lafayette  three  days  before  his  game 
with  Lehigh  in  order  to  save  him  for 
us.  The  Army  was  leading  Lafayette  at 
the  time  but  lost  that  game  as  well  as 
ours  as  a  result  of  this  change  in 
pitchers. 

The  Army  started  off  the  game  by 
scoring  a  run  but  Lehigh  tied  it,  or 
rather  Bob  Harris,  our  first  baseman, 
tied  it  personally  by  a  home  run  over 
the  right  field  wall.  This  was  his  first 
of  five  consecutive  hits  and  what  was 
intended  to  be  a  sacrifice  fly  on  his  sixth 
trip  to  the  plate.  He  is  the  same  young 
man  that  hurled  the  successful  forwards 
against  Lafayette  last  November.  The 
visitors  picked  up  two  more  runs  up  to 
the  eighth  inning  and  then  we  again 
tied  it  up  when  Wint.  Miller,  who  was 
playing  his  second  full  game  as  an  out- 
fielder,    duplicated     Harris'     feat     and 
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clouted  Lehigh's  second  homer.  Harris 
was  on  base  at  the  time  as  a  result  of 
his  fourth  safe  hit.  The  ninth  was 
scoreless,  but  things  looked  bad  in  the 
tenth  when  Humber  of  the  Cadets  broke 
into  the  home  run  column  and  was  pre- 
ceded across  the  plate  by  a  team  mate. 
A  lot  of  people  including  the  Army 
thought  the  game  was  just  about  over. 
In  fact  the  visitors  even  packed  their 
bats  away  but  Lehigh  was  far  from 
licked.  Bennett  and  Harris  singled  and 
were  sacrificed  by  Miller.  Then  Jones 
came  through  with  a  single  and  the 
count  was  again  knotted.  Strauss,  who 
had  borne  the  pitching  burden  for  the 
entire  eleven  innings  scored  the  win- 
ning run  after  the  bases  were  loaded 
and  Harris  hit  a  short  fly  to  left  which 
was  dropped  by  the  fielder  and  the 
catcher  on  the  throw  home. 

The  only  other  games  played  since  the 
last  Bulletin  were  with  Princeton  and 
Haverford.  The  former  constitutes  the 
only  loss  to  date  and  the  bitter  part  of 
it  from  the  Lehigh  standpoint  is  that  it 
was  lost  for  no  good  reason  at  all.  It 
was  a  poorly  played  game  regardless  of 
which  team  you  favored  but  apparently 
Lehigh  played  a  trifle  poorer  than  the 
Tigers.  The  Brown  and  White  did  out- 
hit  the  Tigers,  8  to  5,  but  did  not  make 
as  good  use  of  the  safe  blows,  enabling 
the  home  team  to  win  4  to  3. 

Haverford  was  blanked  7  to  0.  Harry 
Hesse,  our  basketball  captain,  held  the 
Main  Liners  to  five  safe  hits  while  our 
batters  collected  fourteen.

C.  Philip  Coleman,  '88 

Charles  Philip  Coleman,  president  of 
the  Mount  Hope  Bridge  Company  and 
formerly  president  of  the  Worthington 
Pump  and  Machinery  Corporation,  died 
of  pneumonia  in  Washington  on  April 
13,  aged  64  years.  He  was  enroute  to 
the  South  for  a  vacation  when  he  be- 
came ill  on  the  train  and  was  removed 
to  the  Hotel  Mayflower,  where  he  died. 
The  ibridge  company  of  which  he  was 
the  controlling  officer  is  constructing  a 
$4,000,000  bridge  across  Narragansett 
Bay.  Recent  tests  of  the  cable  work  in 
the  bridge  indicated  that  it  was  inade- 
quate and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
do  the  work  over  at  a  cost  of  about 
$750,000.

John  Rittenhouse  who  wrote  from  Ba- 

leares,  Spain: 

Your  S.O.S.  of  Feb.  7  has  just  completed  a 
circuitous  voyage  of  about  eleven  thousand 
miles,  and,  as  a  reward  for  its  persistence, 
will  be  given  temporary  precedence  over  the 
story  of  my  own  wanderings,  which  I  am  now 
preparing  for  publication. 

This  delightful  little  island  which  so  few 
people  have  ever  heard  of,  is  an  ideal  refuge 
from  the  climatic  inclemencies  of  the  conti- 
nent.   Here  one  can   be  gay  or  quiet,   play  or 


work,  and  rest  up  after,  and  in  preparation 
for,  the  strain  of  constant  travel. 

Just  a  year  ago  I  was  in  Colombo  and  most 
of  the  other  interesting  places  of  Ceylon.  Prior 
to  that,  for  several  months  the  Hawaiian  and 
Philippine  Islands,  Japan,  China,  the  Malay 
peninsula  and  a  few  out  of  the  way  places — 
afterward  Egypt,  Italy,  Switzerland,  Austria, 
Hungary,  Czecho  Slovakia,  Germany,  Belgium, 
France,  Algeria.  Many  of  these  places  I  knew, 
others  were  unfamiliar — all  are  different,  not 
only  from  America,  but  from  each  other.  The 
functions  of  government,  the  habits  and  cus- 
toms of  the  people,  the  religions,  the  economic 
life,  the  scenery  and  climate,  the  political  ten- 
dencies— each  country  is  a  study  in  itself,  and 
forms  some  kind  of  a  basis  of  comparison  for 
the  stage  of  civilization  and  progress  our  own 
country  has  attained. 

If  a  man  expects  an  American  breakfast, 
American  comforts,  American  habits  of  thought, 
let  him  stay  in  America — if  he  is  willing  and 
able  to  adapt  himself  to  the  customs  and  gen- 
eral scheme  of  things  in  the  various  places  he 
visits,  he  will  learn  many  things,  and  con- 
sciously or  unconsciously  absorb  something  of 
the  beauty  and  artistry  and  culture  of  his  sur- 
roundings. 

But  you  can't  fight  and  argue — otherwise 
the  Pyramids  and  the  Coliseum  will  remain  a 
mental  picture  or  blurred  as  if  you'd  photo- 
graphed them  both  on  the  same  plate. 

From  here  I  am  returning  to  Algeria,  motor- 
ing through  the  Northern  Sahara,  then  France, 
England,  the  Scandanavian  country  and  New 
York  in  the  fall,  at  which  time  I  will  drop  in 
on  you  and  have  you  buy  my  lunch  as  I'll 
probably  be  looking  for  hand-outs.
